$50,000 to the Imperial Council of 
the Ancient Order, Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine,- Washington, for 
maintenance of Shriners’ hospitals 
for crippled children; $10,000 Quak- 
er Children’s Home, McConnell, N. 
C.; $10,000, Christian Science Church 
of Southern Pines, N. C.; $10,000, 
Milligan College, Milligan, Tenn.; 
$5000, Seaman’s Home, New Girth, 
N.. ¥., and $5000 to Tuskegee Nor- 
mal and Industrial Institute, Tus- 
kegee, Ala. 

Rackham, at 45, borrowed $5000 
to invest in stock of the Ford Com- 
pany, and 16 years later sold out 
to the Fords for $12,500,000. He 
never put more than the initial 
$5000 Into the company, and had 
drawn more than $4,000,000 in divi- 
dends. 

Rackham died June 13 at the age 
of 73.

Resolution Interpreted. 

High American quarters made it 
clear that they felt France, the 
chief protagonist the stabiliza- 
tion bloc, had thus far indicated no 
willingness to concede anything in 
the direction of abandoning its im- 
ports quota system which, they 
said, has seriously impaired both 
American and British trade. 

A spokesman for the French del- 
egation, after hearing the Hull res- 
olution read, said, “There is nothing 
revolutionary in it.” 

In American delegation quarters 
the resolution was described as in- 
tended to be a first and rather gen- 
eral step toward the reduction of 
trade barriers. Members said the 
section referring to reducing bar-. 
riers by multilateral as well as by 
bilateral agreeménts left open 
the way for horizontal cuts, such as 
the recent American 10 per cent 
reduction proposal. 

In naming quotas and embargoes, 
as particular subjects for the pact, 
the resolution was understood to 
have the French system of barri- 
ers particularly in mind. 

How Oox Handled Situation. 

In the French and American 
meeting on stabilization, Cox said 
in substance to Bonnet: “Here, my 
friend, let me put all my cards on 
the table and explain. You do not 
understand America’s position or 
what she is trying to do. I can 
show you that your fears are 
groundless.” The former Ohio Gov- 
ernor then presented his argument, 
detailing the American position in 
regard to currency stabilization, 
and in the end Bonnet nodded his 
head and the conference crisis over 
stabilization was ended at least for 
the time being, The action of the 
American delegation on stabiliza- 
tion followed fresh instructions 
from Washington yesterday. . 

The gold bloc nations, headed *by 
France, welcomed the American 
stabilization declaration as the first 
clear-cut official statement by the 
United States of its position. “The 


nations in co-operation with the 
others for the purpose of stimulat- 
ing economic activity and improv- 
ing prices.” 

The United States was given 
places on two more subcommittees 
today. To deal with measures other 
than customs duties and prohibi- 
tions which directly or indirectly 
affect international trade, the 
Economic Commission agreed to a 
proposal by its chairman, Premier 
Hendryk Colijn of Holland, to form 
two subcommittees. 

The first will deal with direct and 
indirect subsidies and. bounties, 
particularly shipping subsidies, and | 
the second with other matters, in- 
cluding marks of origin and veter- 
inary and plant quarantine ques- 
tions. 


Irish Free State Brings Up Subject 
of Punitive Tariff. 

The Irish Free State attacked the 
British Government before the 
World Economic Conference today 
on the ground that Britain has im- 
posed a punitive tariff against the 
Free State. Senator Joseph Con- 
nolly, Minister of Lands and For- 
ests in the Dublin Government, 
spoke at a private meeting of the 
subcommittee on commercial policy. 

Connolly gave his explanation of 
the Irish view of the Anglo-Irish 
controversy, which arose from the 
refusal of Dublin to pay land an- 
nuities to Britam and from the 
agitation over removing from the 
Free State Constitution the oath of 
allegiance to the British crown. 
This controversy has led to tariff 
reprisals.

bond issue. 

The delegation was fearful lest 
the Government require that the 
city spend 100 per cent on the proj- 
ects and wait to be reimbursed for 
30 per cent, the amount of Federal 
aid provided in the industrial recov, 
ery-public works legislation. 

Sawyer said he could not give a 
final answer until the Cabinet ad- 
visory committee had passed on this 
question of policy. He added that 
it was the object of the legislation 
to put men to work: as soon as 


Mayor Dickmann replied that the 
city had ready “right' now” 70 per 


cent of the $12,000,000 it wants to 


spend for completion of the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium and Negro hos- 
pital, and for zoo buildings, sewer 
work and grade crossing elimina- 
tions.

“There is a grave and ever-pres- 
ent danger in constitutional elas- 
ticity,” he said, “the danger that 
the Constitution will break down. 
If positive prohibitions apply only 
when not needed, and cease to ap- 
ply when there is sufficient clamor 
for their annulment, they are of 
little value and may be brushed 
aside altogether. If liberty of. con- 
tract and the rights of private 
property may be destroyed, then, by 
the same method, personal liberty, 
the right to trial by jury, and all 
the great guaranties of the Consti- 
tutition, may be swept away.” 

~ Baron Gold Holding. 

Gov. Caulfield cited the measures 
which he had in mind: “Compul- 
sory exchange of privately owned 
gold for lawful money, under 
threat of fine and imprisonment; 
repudiation by the national Gov- 
ernment of its bond obligations to 
pay in gold; express avoidance by 
national law of existing private 
contract obligations to ipay in 
gold; a revolu F In- 
dustrial Control act, delegating to 
private industrial and trade groups,

He asked to what extent the 


guarantees of the Constitution 
were still in force, how they were 
affected by “an emergency, and 
whether the American Constitu- 
tion should pe considered a rigid 
or a flexible instrument. 

Long before the present year, he 
said, tendencies of national devel- 
opment were at work which “played 
havoc with guaranties of private 
rights.” 

‘There are vast and ever expand- 
ing fields of governmental activi- 
ties,” he said, ‘in which the guaran- 
ties against taking property with- 
out due process of law, in a sub- 
stantive sense, and against impair- 
ment of contracts, have . become 
vague and ineffective, and may be 
wholly denied.” The police power 
of the State, he said, was most 
commonly invo against the con- 
tract and due-process guaranties. 
- Cites Supreme Court Decision. 

He cited the Supreme Court’s 
decision in 1876 in the grain. ele- 
vator case, Munn vs. Illinois, in 
which it was held that elevators 
had a public interest. Justice Field, 
in a dissenting opinion in this case, 
said that family residences were of 
as much public interest as grain 
elevators, or more, and that under 
the doctrine of the Court’s major- 
ity, the Legislature might pass an 
act to fix rents of dwellings. “Pro- 


andj phetic words,” Caulfield comment- 


ed, and recalléd that: in 1920 a rent- 
fixing act of Congress was upheld 
by the Supreme Court. 

“Tt is logical to assume,” Gov. 
Caulfield said, “that, with these de- 
cisions before them. the Supreme 
Court of the United States will sus- 
tain state mortgage moratorium 
laws, there being an emergency, 
and the business of money-lending 
having a strong public interest.

“Evidently, the Supreme Court 
of that day believed that the pur- 
pose of the constitutional guaran- 
ties was to protect the citizen in 
time of crisis. But now it’ is not 
so. The emergency has become the 
very occasion for rendering those 
guaranties ineffective. As early as 
1871, in the legal tender cases, the 
Supreme Court said: 

“Tt is not to be denied that acts 


may be adapted to the exercise of: 


lawful power, and appropriate to 
it, in seasons of exigency, which 
would be inappropriate at other 
times.’ ” 

Other decisions were cited to 
the same effect, that an emergency 
justified the setting aside of con- 
stitutional guaranties. “Thus,” Gov. 
Caulfield said, “it seems to be es- 
tablished that in the time of trou- 
ble constitutional rights may be 
suspended, Only when the emer- 
gency shall have passed may the 
citizen resume his sense of secur- 
ity, and feel that the agencies of 
government may be compelled to 
respect his rights of contract and 
of property.” 

Public ‘Opinion a Factor. 

The speaker discussed the differ- 
ence between flexible and _ rigid 
constitutions, and said the Ameri- 
can Constitution could no longer 


be considered as rigid, since the 


applicability of its principles de- 
pended on the Supreme Court and 
public opinion. He quoted Justice 
Holmes, in the rent cases, as say- 
ing that “the legislature may’ for- 
bid ‘or restrict any business when it 
has a sufficient force of ‘public 
opinion behind it.” - 

“Even the form of our govern- 
ment is not safe under the prac- 
tice of elasticity,” Gov. Caulfield 
said. “We have seen the electoral 
college system fall into disrepute 
and innocuous desuetude. The in- 
vasion by the Federal Government 
of the constitutional ‘province of 
the states is almost complete. We 
have just witnessed a surrender by 
Congress to the President of great 
legislative powers. : 

“I assure you that I am. not 
backward in my vision. I believe 
that government must progress and 
develop with the passing-years. I 
know that the American Constitu- 
tion was never perfect and may 
become more imperfect in the light 
of experience. I believe that pri- 
vate interests must be made sub- 
servient to the public need. I be- 
lieve that free government must 
have its base in public opinion; that 
no government’ can live without 
its being enshrined in the hearts 
of the people. Let all this be ac- 
cepted, yet it does not follow that 
sound principles of government 
must be needlessly cast aside, nor 
that government can develop to 
meet the needs of humanity only by 
violating. these principles. 

Great Principles at Stake.

Secretary Ickes 
announced. that no selections of 
state administrators would be 
made unti] the President returned 
in July. 

A new program of public works, 
differing considerably from the list 
tentatively drafted by Gen. John- 
son, is being worked out by Ickes. 

Many Apply for Jobs. 

An official statement today said 
“an efficient. organization” to car- 
ry out the program for which 
funds: were provided in the indus- 
trial recovery bil] is being set up. 

Col. Sawyer today moved his 
headquarters into the Interior De- 
partment building, and found doz-' 
ens of applicants for jobs and 
projects in his ante-room. To those 
seeking funds for construction, he 
said the administrator was not yet 
ready. The board made clear that 
the administratiog of public works 
would be entirely distinct from the 
Industrial Control Administration. 

To handle applications on State, 
county and city projects, there will 
be a State administrator and a 
State advisory board to be appoint- 
ed by President Roosevelt. 

The State administrators and ad- 
visory boards will pass upon proj- 
ects in: their areas and send their 
recommendations to Washington. 
Approval of Federal projects will 
be up to the Washington headquar- 


ters. 
Statement by Board. 

“The administration has set high 
standards. for the State . adminis 
trators,” the board said. “An out- 
standing man in each State, who 
has no professional or busiriess 
connections that would subject him 
to a conflict of interests represents 
the type of administrator that is 
desired. 

“These men must be of such 
standing and reputation in their 
various communities as to entitle 
them to the confidence generally 
of the people of their states, and 
along with this they must have ad- 
ministrative ability of a high order 
and an independence of judgment 
that will make it possible for them 
to discrimfhate between public 
works proposed for their own 
states. 

“Appointments will be made on 
the basis of character and ability, 
without reference to political affil- 
iations.”

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LOWER LOCAL POSTAGE RATES. * 
The return ot the 2-cent rate for first-class local 
mail, announced for July 1 by Postmaster-General 
Farley, is an experiment that may confidently be ex- 
pected to result successfully. The 3-cent rate, adopt- 
ed last July, was expected to produce additional reve 
nue, Instead, it drove away postal business, for a 
loss estimated at $100,000,000. If the lower rate for 
local mail increases receipts, the President will, of 
course, use the authority conferred upon him to 
extend it to all letter mail. : 
Numerous concerns here distributed statements and 
printed matter by their own carriers after the in- 
crease took effect, an expedient, that should no longer 
be neGessary. Since the lower rate will indlude St. 
Louis suburbs as well as the area within the city 
limite, a prompt response in greater postal receipts 
in this Jocality may be expected.

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THREE MORE REPEAL -STATES.: 

Among states that have voted on prohibition repeal, 
the store now stands: for repeal, 14; against re 
peal, 0.

Iowa was among the earliest states to attempt a 
noble experiment, for prohibition was adopted by pop- 
ular vote in 1855. Two years later, the State Supreme 
Court declared it invalid. After thinking it over for 
26 years, the people voted dry again, by a majority of 
29,759, but this attempt met the same fate, as did two 
subsequent prohibitory laws enacted, by the Legisla- 
ture. In 1915 and 1917, the people voted prohibition 
down. The Legislature went decisivély dry in 1919 
in ratifying the eighteenth amendment, however, by 
a vote of 42 to 7 in the Senate and 86 to 18 in the 
House. Though Iowa’s career as a dry State has been 
@ bit checkered, the prohibition forces long had re- 
garded her as safely within their fold.

David Lamson and His Wife Were Considered the 
Ideally Mated Couple of Stanford University Be- 
fore She Was Killed—Now He Is Accused of 


Her Murder. 


HE marriage, in June, 1928, of 

Allene Thorpe and David Lam- 

son was the outstanding ro- 
mance of the Stanford University 
campus. Both were graduates of 
the university, where they had met 
and fallen in love as students, and, 
as if to share their happiness fur- 
ther with the university, they made 
their home iri a small rose-covered 
cottage in the shadow of the cam- 


pus, 
For five years they lived in su- 
preme happiness, so far as any of 
their friends could see, in the little 
cottage. Two years ago their hap- 
piness was augmented by the birth 
of a daughter. And then, May 30 
last, the black hand of tragedy de- 
scended, utterly unheralded. Mrs. 
Allene Thorpe Lamson was found, 


dead of deep wounds in the back 


of her head, in the bathro6m of the 
cottage. 

“An accident,” immediately said 
the amsons’ friends, “Allene 
slipped and fell. She hit her head 
on the. faucet, or the side of the 
tub. Allene was not strong, any- 

“Murder,” said the authorities. 
“Mra. Lamson was struck on the 
head and killed. And the murder- 
er was her husband.” So young 
David Lamson was haled off to 
jail, charged with murder. He did 
not attend his wife's funeral—it was 
held at Lamar, Mo., her childhood 
home. Mrs. Lamson was buried in 
her wedding gown and veil. 

The tragedy occurred sometime 
during the morning of May 30. It
